



WYCOMBE Wanderers 
chances of beating Ches- 
hunt in the Amateur Cup, 
first round tomorrow (Sat- 
urday) will largely depend 
on the Blues’ injury list 
which includes no fewer 
than six of the 16 strong 
squad. 
None of the injured players 
are definite certainties and three 


leading men — ‘Tony 
Horseman, Derek Gamblin and 
Johnny Hutchinson — are 
regarded as doubtful. 

Mick Cooper’ and Dave 


Bullock seem to be in with a 
better chance but one certainty 
not to play is goalkeeper John 
Maskell, who on top of break- 
ing his shoulder recently, is now 
suffering from a bout of “flu. 
The most serious of the in- 
juries must be Horseman. With 
Keith Searle leaving for Hen- 
don last week, much of the 
responsibility upfront will be on 
‘Bodger’s’ shoulders and 
Wanderers manager Brian Lee 
must be banking on him being 
fit for tomorrow. Tony suffered 
a thigh injury in the game 
against Carnegie College.

Derek Gamblin and Johnny 
Hutchinson (both ankle injuries) 
are also valuable members of 
the side while Mick Cooper’s 
overlapping this season has 
prompted several Wycombe 
goals. Dave Bullock’s versatility 


could see him drafted into the. . 


side at any position from full 
back to midfield. 


One piece of good news, 
though, is the return of Mick 
Holifgeld, who seems certain to 
come back into the side, having 
recovered from a week in bed 
with ‘flu. He may well make 
up a front line with Horseman 
(if fit) and Tony Amos. If 
Horseman is unable to play 
Larry Pritchard could well 
move. upfront. Much will de- 
pend on _ Thursday night’s 
training session. 
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Brian Lee saw Cheshunt draw 
2-2 at Maidenhead recently and 


rates them as “a competent 
side”. 
“Playing under a new 


manager and at Loakes Park is 
bound to motivate them,” he 
said. ‘They are an above 
average Athenian League club 
with one or two strengths and 
weaknesses. But if we are 
prepared to work hard, we can 
win.” |

Dur- 
ing the close season they lost 
half their first team squad to 
more fashionable local rivals 
like Bishop’s Stortford and 
Harlow, while some followed 
ex-manager Jimmy Quail to 
Hornchurch.
